LEAGUE OFFICERS 
LAY DOWN THE LAW 


Switch Dates cf Some Games And 
Clear the .Siate of .Protests — 
Reach Ball To Be Used. 


Medicine Hat, May 17.—A league 
mooring was held here yesterday at 
which there were present Presiden 
Eckstrom and Cox, Lethbridge, Rich- 
erdson, of Calgary and Edmonton, 
Jemes Fleming and Warren, of Medi- 
cine Hat, R. Magee, Brandon, A. L. 
Emith, Regina, Ralph Manley, Moose 
Jaw. The first business taken up was 
the salary limit and it was decided 
that the President should notify each 
club that on June Ist all must’ get 
down to twelve players and the salary 
limit, this not to include managers. 
The president reported that all clubs 
1ad deposited their $400 guarantee but 
Winnipeg and Edmonton. On motion 
of Richardson and Fleming the presi- 
dent will notify these clubs that the 
guarantee money must be paid in at 
once and the money will be deposited 
in a trust fund to the credit of the 
league. The Goldsmith ball was con- 
demned by almost every representa- 
tive and it was unanimously decided 
that the president be instructed to 
cancel the present contract for balls 
and enter into an arrangement for the 
Use of the Reach ball. Magee brought 
up the matter of pooling the receipts 
of all holiday games for equal divi- 
sion amonge; the eight clubs. On 
motion of Magee and Fleming, the 
motion was carried, Edmonton dis- 
senting. Smith argued strongly 
for an equal amount of games at 
home and away for all clubs. Even 
if it entailed extra mileage Regina 
would be willing to pay it, as the 
receipts would more than counter- 
balance. An agreement was reached 
by which the president was instruct- 
ed to re-arrange the eastern end of 
the schedule in such a manner as 
to give Regina and Moose Jaw each 
fifty home games. The game ot 
Regina at Brandon on June 30th 
will also be transferred to Winni- 
peg and the game of Moose Jaw at 
Winnipeg on that date is transferred 
to Brandon, thus giving the two 
smaller cities a like number of 
games in Winnipeg. 

An equable deal was also made in 
the western end of the circuit where 
Medicine Hat and Lethbridge want- 
ed more games. . Calgary cannot get 
grounds at home on June 27, 28, 29, 
30, July 1 and 2, so their games will 
all be transferred to Medicine Hat 
and Lethbridge, the former getting 
the first two days and Lethbridge 
the last four, Edmonton and Cal 
gary will switch the point dates of 
July 7, 8 and 9 and August 24, 26 and 
26, and Brandon's request to switch 
dates with Regina end Moose Jaw, 
in order to have games at home for 
the fair, July 25 Ww 29, was left to 
the three clubs concerned to figure 
out.

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The Street Jammed by Multitude 
Anxious to View Body of the 
Royal Dead. 


London, May 17.—The body of 
Ki Edward was conveyed from 
Buckingham Palace to Westminster 
Hall this morning, the procession 
being most imposing in its grandeur 
and solemnity, the Royal mourners 
following the n carriage on whieh 
were the King’s remains. 


The battery in Hyde Park fired 
68 minute guns as the procession 
passed. It took forty-eight minutes 


assing from Buckingham Palace to 
Westminster Hall. There the cere- 
thonies, by known wish of the late 
King, were brief ‘but impressive. 
The Archbishop of Canterbury pre- 
sided, assisted by Oanon Wilber- 
force. During the ritual no sound 
was heard in the vast hall, but the 
voices of the priests and an occa 
sional sobbing catch from one of 
the mourners. 

As the body was carried to the 
catafalque the choir of Westminster 
Abbey, augmented by that from the 
Chapel Royal, sang. The coffin 
was borne by the same Grenadier 
Guards who stood*on watch at the 
palece. Slowly they advanced 
through a path formed by lines of 
Royal mourners. They laid the 
heavy casket on the five foot high 
crimeon dais, over the Royal Stan- 
dard and covered by the cream-tint- 
ed pall which had lain upon the 
coffin of Queen Victoria. The crown 
rested upon a purple velvet cushion 
at the head of the coffin, with the 
garter, orb and sceptre close by. 

No sooner had the services at the 
hall been finished than a great 
rush of the public began, and the 
fifteen thousand police of the metro- 
polis were hard pressed to handle 
the vast throng that pressed around 
Westminster. From every quarter 
of the city of seven millions a steady 
stream poured towards the hall. 
Vehicles caught in the jem were 
held helpless in spits of the efforts 
of the police to regulate the traffic. 
All tram lines were swamped. 


BABY IN VALISE. 


Young Woman Creates Excitement at 
Montreal. : 

Montreal, May 15—At the Windsor 
street station a few days ago a pretty 
young woman of eighteen stepped 
from the Halifax express, carrying @ 
large-sized valise. An elderly person 
followed from the same car, and wall- 
ing rapidly to the end o fthe plat- 
form, addressed the constable in a 
very excited manner, with the start- 
ling announcement: “That young 
woman has got a baby in that valise.” 

There was instant excitement. The 
constable called the lady outside, and 
the bag was opened. It contained 
a fat, smiling, rosy infant, looking 
not at all unhappy in its circumscrib- 
ed abode. The valise had not been 
actually, closed fast, so that there 
was no question about its having sul- 
ficient air to breathe. 

The young woman looked at first 
very confused in the presence of the 
crowd which speedily congregated,and 
then she blushingly stammered forth 
that she had become its temporary 
guardian, and put it there because she 
did not wish to be seen carrying it, 
She was to take it to the archbishop’s 
palace for baptism, and then it was 
to go to the convent of the Grey 
nuns. She had brought it from St. 
John. Those who heard the story 
were at first a trifle incredulous, but 
the constable accompanied the damsel 
to the palace, and there it became 
apparent that she was an expected 


visitor. That ended the police ¢con- 
nection with the affair.

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PRIVY COUNCIL TO 
DECIDE QUESTION 


Where Lies Boundary Between Pow. 
ers of National and Provincial 
Governments. 


Ottawa, May 17—The 
government has framed a veries of | 
questions on the subject of federal | 
and provincial jurisdiction to be sub- 
mitted to the Supreme court, this ac: 
tion has been taken because of the 
failure at the recent conferehce be- 
tween the Dominion and Provincial 
euthorities to reach an agreement as 
to the respective powers of the Do- 
minion and the Proyineial govern- 
ments in issuing company charters, 
ete, It is expected’ that the matter 
will be carried to the privy cownei! 
in order that a final settlement of the 
powers in dispute may be reached. 
The questions to be submitted to the 
Supreme court are as follows :— 

1, What limitations exist ander 
the British North America Act, 1867, 
upon the powers of provincial legis- 
latures to incorporate companies? 
What is the meaning of the expres- 
sion “With provincial objects?” Is 
the limitation thereby defined terri- 
torial, or does it have regard to the 
character of the powers which may 
be conferred upon the companies 
locally incorporated, or what is. the 
intentjon and effect of this limita- 
tion? 

2. Has a company 
a provincial legislature power or 
Capacity to do business outside of 
the limits of the incorporating pro- 
vince? If so, as to what extent? 

3. Has a corporation constituted 


Dominion 


incorporated by 


by a provincial legislature with 
power to carry on a fire insurance 
business, there being no é6tated 


limitation as to locality within which 
business may be carried on, power 
to make and exectte contracts: (a) 
within the incorporating province in 
suring property outside of the pro- 
vince (b) outside of the incorporating 
province insuring property within 
the province; (c) outside of the in- 
corporating province insuring pro 
perty outside of the province? To 
insure property situated in a foreign 
country? 

4. If in the negative, in any of the 
above, would the corporation have, 
thoroughout Canada, the power men- 
tioned in any of the said cases? Is 
said enactment, revised Statutes of 
Canada, 1906, chapter 4, section 
sub-section 3, ultra vires of the par 
liament of Canada? 

(5) Can the powers of a company 
incorporated by a provincial legis- 
lature be enlarged and to what ex- 
tent, either as to locality or objects, 
by (a) Dominion parliament? (b) 
Legislature of another province? 

6. Has the legislature of a  pro- 
vince power to prohibit companies 
incorporated by the parliament of 
Canada from carrying on business 
within the province unless or until 
the company obtains a license to do 
from the provincial government. 


TO REGULATE BALLOONING.

Kaiser Starts Movement for State 
Control of Ascensions. 


Berlin, May 15.—Fatal accidents 
to eight German ballonists within a 
fortnight have caused such a painful 
impression throughout the country 
that an agitation has been started 
for stricter control of aeronautics. 
The Kaiser has identified himself 
with the movement, and has com- 
manded a number of experts to make 
exhaustive reports to him regarding 
the possibilities of preventing such 
catastrophes as those which have 
recently occurred. 

Ballooning as a pastime has at- 
tained enormous vogue in Germany. 
The number of ballooning clubs has 
increased from twelve in 1908 to 
forty-six in 1909. Their member 
ship rose from 4,500 to 20,000, and 
the number of balloons in service in- 
creased from 21 to 100. During the 
past three months all these figures 
have risen still higher, 

There is not a week-end that does 
not witness a score of ascensions in 
various parts of the country, and 
with the increase of the sport’s popu: 
larity ‘the inelination of ballonists 
to ineur risks has grown.

Citizens Endow Proposed Institution 
With Real Estate. 


Calgary, May 16—The latest dona- 
tion towards the establishment of the 
Calgary university is 40 acres, valued 
at $25,000, from J. Hextall, of this

The land is not located in the dis- 
trict in which it is the intention to 
erect the building, but can be disposed

PRASER TELLS OF 
A.&6.W. FINANCING 


The Manager of the Merchants 
Bank Gives Evidence Before 
the Royal Commission 


When the Royal commission resum- 
ed its #ittings here this morning in 
the Supreme court, A. ©. Fraser, 
manager of the Merchants bank, was 
called to the witness stand ahd gave 
evidence all the forenoon. The cross- 
examination by R. B. Bennett was 
still in progress when the adjourn- 
ment came, 

It was Mr, Fraser who conducted 
the monetary transaction for the A 
& G. W, railway, whereby Uiele cap- 
ital stock of $50,000 was subscribed 
for one evening through an overdraft 
by what Mr. Walsh had previously 
termed a feat in bookkeeping. He 
has; put through a number of fin- 
ancial matter for W. R. Clarke, pre- 
sident of the company, and the cus- 
tomers of his bank also include W. 
H. Cushing, Hon, C. W. Cross, J. 
K. Cornwall and M. W. Hopkins, 
whose name was brought into prom 
inence by the senéational charge 
made in the legislature at last session 
by R. B. Bennett with reference to 
an alleged telephone deal, 

Mr. Frasser explained the financing 
of the $50,000 for the company. The 
evidence on this point was similar to 
other witnesses. 
Clarke was given an accommodation 
by Mr. Fraser of an overdraft of $50,- 
900 one afternoon and against this 
cheques were issued to the Alberta 
and Great Waterways account for the 
$50,000 capital stock. The same even- 
ing a $50,000 cheque was issued to 
Clarke by the A. & G. \W. railway for 
his expenses and this was placed in 
the bank to take up the overdraft.

ADVISE APPOINTMENT 
OF MILK INSPECTOR 


Board of Health Endorse Recommend. 

ation of Medical Association That 
Inspector be Assigned to This 
Work and to Give His Entire 
Time to It. 


At a meeting of the board of health 


held in the city council chamber last 
evening, a resolution was passed by a 
unanimous vote urging the city coun- 
cil to appoint an inspector who should 
be able to devote the whole of his 
time to the inspection of the city’s 
milk supply. A committee was ap- 
pointed, consisting of the mayor, 
“Judge” Harlan and Dr. Park, to 
draw up a set of recommendations for 
the guidance of the inspector, and 
if so required by the council, to give 
advice in the matter of the appoint- 
ment of a suitable person. 
Urges Thorough Inspection. 

Dr. Revell, provincial bacteriologist. 
who was present by special request, 
urged upon the meeting the inportance 
of thorough inspection, and strongly 
recommended the adoption of the 
score card system as used in some of 
the Eastern cities. Under this system 
a detailed record is kept of the con- 


ditions prevailing in each dairy at 
the time of the inspector’s visit. As 
this record may be made public it 


compels competiton among the dairy- 
men. 
Tuberculin Test Approved. 

The recommendation of the medical 
association, that. a more extensive 
application .of the tuberculin test be 
made, was discussed at some le ngth. 
Mr. Wilson favored the compensation

of owners whose cows were discovered 
to be tubercular and who, for that 
reason, would be required to destroy 
them. He thought that any attempt 
rigidly to enforce a regulation of this 
sort, without compensation, would in- 
volve injustice to the owners. 

Dr. Whitelaw, however, pointed out 
that the knowledge of the presence of 
the disease in the herd would be to 
his advantage, since it would enable 
him, by refoval of the diseased ani- 
ma!, to protect the others from in- 
fection, 

Discuss Pasteurization, 

One of the recommendations of the 
Medical association, read at the meet- 
ing, was to the effect that steps be 
taken to ensure that no milk be sold 
in the city as pasteurized milk, which 
had not undergone the process of pas- 
teurization. It was pointed out that 
only one of the milk vendors in the 
city, attempted to pasteurize the milk 
sold by them, and that, while they 
had promised to procure a proper pas- 
teurizer, they admitted that with the 
apparatus at their disposal at the 
present time, they were unable proper- 
ly to subject the milk sold by them 
to this process. 

Effective in Destroying Germs. 

Dr. Revell stated that pasteurization 
was effective as a means of destroy- 
ing any dangerous germs that might 
exist in milk, The common impres- 
sion, however, that it is sufficient to 
heat the milk, is erroneous. In order 
to render the treatment of the milk 
effective it must be kept at a temper- 
ature of 140 degrees Farenheit for 
twenty minutes. 

Dr. Revell stated during this discus- 
sion that of the several samples sub- 
mitted to him by: the Medical associa- 
tion dor analysis recently, there was 
not one that did not contain so much 
visible filth as to render any further 
examination unnecessary.

Dear Sir,--Referring to demonstration 
which was given by you of your breaking 
plow, 
lowing conditions which recommend it to 
me very strongly, 

The underout share or fin on the land 
side, which prepared the next furrow for 
turning would leave no possibility of any 
porticn of the next furrer being turned 
without being cut loose from the adja- 
cent sod, There seems to be very mee 
friction on the share and mole board, 
having so small an angle with the jad. 
side, and the long aweep of the arme or 
rods back of the mole board seem to turn 
the sod with perfect ease and little fric- 
tion, although turning the sod 20 inches 
in width, and a depth of not leas than 4 
inches, the draft Was so light that ‘t 
would appear one good team could han- 
dle it without very great effort. The 
coulter set at an angle and attached to 
the point of the share seemed to be a 
very good device, as it not only #tiffered 
the coulter and kept it in exact position, 
‘but also cut the sod at an angle, go that 
it could less easily stand on edge, This 
assisted turning very much. 

Owing to the sot] whih we have in 
the Irrigatiou Block I believe you will 
find it te your advantage instead of cnt- 
ting a furrow 20 inches in width to cut 
two furrows 12 inches in width instead. 
This will have a tendency to join the 
edges so as to leave flat surface, and 
where the sod varies as to its toughness, 
as it does here, it will turn the sod un- 
broken and leave a surface best suited 
for cultivating, and would require less 
disoing than it would turned in wider 
furrows and not laid as regular. 

Lf a few details are worked out, I con- 
sider you have a plow that will eclipse 
anything that is now on the market and 
will work a revolution in breaking sod 
on this western prairie. 

With these few suggestions permit mo 
to say, that any assistance I can give 
you in working out thie point, I will 
gladly do at any time, and when a plow 
turning 12 inch furrows such as can be 
évelved from the plow shown in the pre- 
sent demonstration, hay been made, and 
is on the market, I want you to put me 
down for one for use on my own farm, 
I understand that this company are go- 
ing te make such plows.
